Column, Five Miles Beyond Coamo, 
Porto Rloo, Aag. 1% vte Poao«» Porto 
Rico, Aug. 15.— General Wilson moved 
on* Lancaster battery out to the front 
tot tb* purpoM ot ihtlllnK tho Spaalah 
position on tht erMt of the moanttflii 
at tbe head of tho puw through which 
the road winda. 

Tho enemy oeeapled a position of 
great natural strength, protected by 
seven lines of intrench mentssnd a bat- 
tery of two howitzers. 

The Spaniards were eater for the 
fray, and earlier In the day bad flrcd 
upon Colonel BIddle of the engineer 
corps, who, with a platooo ol eompany 
C of^iew York, wa* rsooniMltarliic on 
tbsiur rignt flank. • 

As oar battery rounded a ennre In 
tbe road 2,000 yards away the enemy 
opened au artillery and infantry Are. 
Four ( uuipanles of the Third Wiscon- 
sin, which were posted on the bluffs to 
tha right ol the road, were not permit- 
ted to respond to the Infantry Are. 

The guns advanced at a gallop in tbe 
face of a terrillc {\rp. wero unllmbered 
and were soon hurling common shell 
and shrai^I at the anemy at a lively 
rate, striking the emplacements, bat- 
teries and intrenchments with tho 
rhythmic regularity of a triphammer. 

Timv HAD THE HANUE. 

The enemy soon abandoned one gun, 
but continued ta serve the other at In- 
tervals for over an hour. They had 
our range and their shrapnel burst re- 
peatedly over our men. One shell 
burst, tbe fragments killing Corporal 
Bwanson of company L and seriously 
wounding Corporal Tanks and Privates 
Bancs and Vought. 

Captain Paget, the British army ofll- 
cer who is with the American forces 
fOr the purpoee of observing the opera- 
tions In the field, distinguished him- 
self by aiding Dr. Woodbury. 

Here Captain Lee and Private Slzer 
of company F were w.aunded by Mau- 
ser bullets. In about two hours tbe 
snsmy abandoned the other gun and 
the men began to lee from the In- 
trenchments toward a banana grova In 
the gorge. Our guns ahallod them as 
they ran. 

One gun was now ordered to advance 
to a position a auarter of a Mile fur- 
ther on. It had Just reached the new 

position when Rpanish Infantry rein- 
fercements filed Into the trenches and 
fired down a deadly fire upon our men, 
osmpelUng the battery to retire at a 
gallop. 

Then both the enemy's howitzers re- 
opened, and shrapnel screamed and 

Mausers sang. Another gun galloped 
from the rear, but our amuaitlon was 
e^usted.

Lieutenant Haines was shot In the 

body by a Mauser just before his gun 
retired, the ball following a rib. 

The ordwrs issued for two companies 
to advanea were countermanded and 
the firing soon ceased. 

Colonel BllBS of General Wilson's 
staff went forward to the enemy's line 
with a flag of truce and explained that 
peace negotiations were almost con- 
eluded and that their poiltloB was un- 
tenable, and demanded their surrender.

The army probably will be reduced 
to 100,000 men, and the other volunteer 
troops, aside from this number, will 
be mustered out as soon as the depart- 
ment can conveniently do so. 

It is believed at the department that 
now that there la no mora fighting to 
do that the volunteer troops will be 
anxious to retire from service and get 
baek to their variowa vo catlona.

York. Alger's favoritism and the poll 
ties he has injected into the war depart 
ment seem to be too much even for the 
Republicans.

Merritt for 60,000 men for the Philip* 

t tines. It bu censured him for callous 
ndifference or pettish retorts to siaeere 
representations as to the existence of 
unnecessary hardships in the camp and 
field. It is now censuring him for viola 
ting the privacy of nnothcial correspoa 
dence for spite at best ; at worst for the 
conspirator's purpose of clouding the po< 
litical future of one of the most valuable 
of the Oovernment's servants, civil and 
military, in war and peace— a man whose 
•xampl'o to the youth of the country is 
the most fortunate of antidotes to that 
wliich the imrny political mettiods of the 
Secretary liim.-eli have set. These are 
some of the things for which the country 
has censured the censorious Secretary.

Hon. Mordecai Williams, of Normal, 
Boyd County, Kentucky, was at the Pal 
ace Friday, returning home from hie tri 
umphal nomination for Congress by the 
Democratic cohorts of the Ninth district 
at the Oyathlaaa oonTention Tbnreday 
afternoon. Mr. Williams Is an intelli 
gent, modeet, unassuming gentleman, 
whose certificate of integrity and aprigbtr

AMBRIGAN MARKSMANSHIP. 



The WorldNeverSaw Its K^aal ii Battlssea 
tke 8ea-Baglish Expert's 
Otlnisn. 



LoNiJON, August 2.— The Daily Tele- 
graph to-day contains a graphic descrip- 
tion of the naval battle at Santiago from 
its special correspondent at Siboney, un- 
der date of Joiy 4lb, in which the 
writer presents "some considerations 
showing the terrible potency with which 
the United States ships and crews dis- 
posed of their enemy, the feebleness of 
the (Spanish defense and the lessons 
which other navies can draw from the 
results of. the battle." The oorrespond- 
ent says : "The Spaniards no donbt were 
hopelessly outmatched, but the damage, 
personal and material, that they inflicted 
on their opponents was so small in pro- 
portion to the weapons at their command 
that I am convinced that, had the condi- 
tions bean reversed, the American sail- 
ors wonld have still won, though, of 
course, at an immensely increased cost. 
The battle also proved that it is useless, 
or worse than osriess, because it gives a 
false security, to havelmodern nhips and 
modem guns unless the men who are to 
work them are thoroughly tndned in 
their use. In the Spanish navy such a 
thing as target practice was rarely heard 
of and the gunners were only indiflliMnt* 
ly and infrequently drilled. 

"In the American navy, on the other 
hand, target practice and thorough drill 
were in ce ss an t. The result was that 
when the day of battle came the Ameri- 
can Kunner.'i were a!)le to give an exhibi- 
tion of marksmanship in sea gunnery 
that has never been equaled in the 
world, and which the sailors of no other 
navy, not excepting even the almost 
overtrained' gan oaptaina of the French 
navy, can hope to excel, or even to equal. 
Training, and training alone, is the essen- 
tial. Bnaapesn taese are nearly all 
equally courageous and all are equally 
well anued, but victory must rest with 
that military oiganization which best 
preparsn ita nwi dniing the timn ef 
peace. 

"So far the lessons of the ntval pmtion 
of the American war are: 
"That fast battleships are everything. 

"Have big batteries on board. 

"Teach the men to shoot weU. 

"As for personnel, the Anglo-Saxon 
can beat anything that floats. 

"The battleship ia, and must be. the 
great arbiter in naval warfare. Protected 
or partly protected cruisers will be help- 
less, except against their own class, and 
then victory will go to the ship that 
keeps up the most rapid and most act:u 
rate fire. The ship witli the heaviest bat 
tery stands the best chance of snocees, 
other things beUig equal ; and it is to be 
regretted that oar own naval authorities 
do not arm our ihips as heavily as some 
of our neighbom in proportion to tbeir 
tonnage. We devote, no doubt, increased 
space to coal and reserve ammunition; 
but, as Lord Charles Beresford says: 'It's 
no use having t(»is of ammunition on 
board if you tiavo not guns to shoot it 
luickly enough at your enemy whenever 
he appears.' "
